In proviouH ;irticiu.-j on tliis auhject the 
proposition to ;ibk authoi-ity from tlio 
local legislature to niiso a loan of §800,000 
for drainage purposes has been advanced; 
but it was distinctly stated that if the 
great want couUl bo obtained by tlio cx- 
poiidituro of a Itas aum than §800,000 
thoro would be no occasion to spend the 
larger sum. This jjropoaition has mot 
with some opposition; but not, it is pleas- 
ant to observe, of a very influont'.al char- 
acter. The 6rst of the objectors was 
no less a personage than one of the car- 
riers of our aliglitly esteemed mornin;^ 
coutomponiry, who proi)u8od tliat to se- 
cure perfect liei\lth it is necessary to 
throw "oxcrciini.la" {excreta/) and 
"filth" upon the yiuund, and "scatter it 
around." To prove the efficacy of his 
system, Carrier Tuckfield indicated 
"Shanghai, Hongkong, and Chinatown 
horu," where tlin people wallow in bad 
drainage, and actually wax fat by inhal- 
ing fnul odors. W'c cimfeaa tliat the ex- 
amples produced by this eminent writer 
on amolis and sewerage have nut convinced 
us that his system is entitled tu even re- 
spectful consideration, in the face of tlie 
experience of Paris, London, Liverpool, 
New York , etc. , where undorgrDUiul di :iiii- 
iigo has reduced the deatli-rate thirty per 
cent., and where every year (he mains are 
being extended and improved.

dulivere<l his opinion as lo the licalthfuluoss 
of the odors which now captivate his kcuscs 
- and challeiif^e his ailniirali.>n, on tlu'22iul 
of August last appeared before the 
Chinese couimissiou and preferred a charge 
of lllthiues.s ttgniustthe Chiuese of Victoria. 
Now, if filth "when scattered around" is ho 
I'lo!!"!'!!* t<"> ^Iiv 'I'lieldield's organization luid 
80 invigorating to his system geni^rally, how- 
did it come that h ss ilian lliree months ago 
be made the existt ucc uf that very tilth in 
■which lie lu'W ( au-taphorieall}' ) laves, the 
gravaiiiau of a serious charge against Vic- 
toria's C'hinatowny l!ut enough of Mr. 
'rnekliiild's sweet scents in wliieli his soul 
rejoicnth and his inconsistencies. The only 
other objector to a system of thorough 
draiungu is our esteemed coiitempDrary him- 
self. And what does that worthy gentleman 
propose iusteiul? Open gutters and earth- 
closots! Tlio first o^cists now, with the 
most lamemalile ellec Is to the jiuV)lie health; 
and thi> last ate icpnied liy a by-law which 
few househulilers dli^^erve; Imt in no case is 
their failure more marked lliaii in tliat of 
our contemporary who allnws iiis closet to 
remain in a conditionso dangerous that two 
of his workmen have died in ciinsecpipjico 
and now "sleep their last sleeji" in Koss 
Bay Cemetery! Were a system of sewerage 
provided the ])oisouous matter that now 
emanates from the standard office and 
other establishmontti and infects the whole 
city would be carried off into the seu ruH 
no town would be purer or freer from ma- 
laria than Victori.i. ( Ipeii draiii.s ii.:^ (,'on- 
deniiied except in lui uint.-.iii ti lu ns wlic'ro 
there is a heavy gradi- and whr-re a swift 
running stream can be utiii/ed for llusliiiig 
purjioses. Uiifortuiialely \'ictnii:i isdeticient 
in those natural advantages and must depend 
always on artiliciul means. The assertion 
that Tlie Cvltmis'l is tile representative of a 
"ring" who, wish lo niaiiipulati) tImlDan, 
is worthy of the editor who coulil ciack- 
a joke on the coliin nf (,ne of his work- 
men who had just been ijoiscjiied by his 
"earth closet," and who, having no family 
of little ones to be killed by decaying 
ve^table and aniuial-deposits, can resort 
to aisreputable inuendoes and charges to 
prevent u revision of the assessment roll. 
For our part we disclaim any but a public 
motive in urging tlii.s siiiiject on our fel- 
low-citizens; but au|ipijHing tiiat the 
motives of Tlie'CpUniiM and tliose who 
think with it are corrupt, let the real 
estate owners bear in mind that no sys- 
tem of drainage can bo adopted or loan 
obtained until it shall have been passed 
through the seive of public opinion at an 
election specially called for the purpose. 
This is the ratepayers' safeguard. If the 
next miiyor and council prove to be ring- 
sters and present a had scheme it will be 
rejected as sure aa the -^100, 000 loan 
bylaw was rejected last sunnner. The 
citizens cannot go wrong in. selecting 
men who will bo pledged lo a revision of 
the real estate assessment roll so that 
your DeCosmnses and your Olivers anr 
other large holders of real estate in and 
about Chinatown may be made to con- 
tribute their fair share t-.)wari.ls the civic 
revenue and then if it should become 
noccasary to efl'f. ct a loan for draimige 
purposes, inturest and sinking fund will 
be met without an increase in the rate of 
taxation .

almost every variety is to bo had; aalmon, 
halibut, cod, triiut,' soles, whiting, porch 
and others. Oysters are being raised up 
the Arm, a short distance from the city, 
and there aro many native beds. (10) Our 
roads aro kept in fine condition, and in 
every direction there are beautiful drives 
extending for many miles. All who come 
hero pronounce the climate delightful. 
Wo have no extremes of heat and cold, 
no high winds, very little fog, and, un- 
til the last few weeks, no malaria. 
CUills and fever and ague are unknown, 
and the sickness now prevailing can only 
be attributed to the bad condition of the 
drains. Iminodiate steps are to bo taken 
to provide the city with a good system of 
sewerage. — Ed. Colonist ] 



Sewcraijc. 



To THE Eijitor: — Vour advocacy of a 
loan and a thorough sewerage system, to- 
gether with other needed improvements 
beyond the capacity of our ordinary civic 
revenue, must commend itself to tliu 
mind of every intolligont and thoughtful 
citizen. To attompt to build up a largo 
or healthy city without a proper system of 
aowerago is uttur folly — the opinions and 
nasty theories of such e.rcreiiicntaliMs as 
Stevenson and Tuckfield to the contrary, 
notwithstanding. 

I observe in this morning's issue of 
your contemporary a very characteristic 
article on the subject, in which you are 
charged with being the "cat's-paw for a 
ring" desirous of running the city in debt 
for their own purposes. 

Now, this seems to me to be a very 
childish attempt to 'excite suspicion and 
al'irni for the purpf)3u of preventing a 
loan and sewerage. What possible; object, 
other than a legitimate one, could you 
(yourself a large property-owner) and 
tlioso whose views you advocate have in 
carrying out such a scheme I It would be 
less wild and far-fetched to suspect the 
editor of the Standard of being influenced 
by selfish and ignoble motives in oiiposing 
the loan and sewerage scheme. If 1 am 
correctly inforinod, his property lies in 
that part of the city commonly known as 
Chinatown, and, consequently, liia in- 
come is chiefly derived from Chinese, who 
rent ground and dilapidated cabins for 
nasty [lurposes. Of course, one can see 
at a glance that the class of tenants lie 
has for tlio most part prefer living in 
tilth to paying appreciated rentals and en- 
joying good drainage. Thus, any adili - 
tional taxation consequent upon a large 
loan would lesson his profits on his hold- 
ings. 

Noiv, I do not wish to bo understood as 
auggestiiig that the above-mentioned cir- 
cumstances account for the opposition of 
tho Standard to the scheme of a loan and 
thorough drainage; but 1 do think they 
show that ilio editor of that, papior "lives 
in a glass house," so to speak, and, con 
sequently, should not "throw stmies ' — 
should not be so ready to accuse you, and 
those who think witli you, of being ac- 
tuated by improper motives. 

It may well be assumed that tho ne- 
cessity for the iminodiate introductiiui nt 
a thorough system of sewerage is fully 
conceded by tlie great body of the people, 
and the i|uo.stioli of the hour is, How 
shall it bo aceoinplislied ( 

If any better plan than a loaji can be 
suggested, lot us have it, by all means; 
but, I confess, I cannot think what other 
plan can bo devised. The precise amount 
of the loan is, of course, an open ques- 
tion. If asked for an opinion, I should 
suggest half a million. .-Vt live per cent, 
that would represent §'..'5,()00 --i year. 
Putting tho community at two thousand 
families or households, that would come 
to a dollar a mouth to each fainily. Now, 
on an average, does sickness arising from 
tho bad sanitary condition of the city- 
cost less than that in lofa of time, medi- 
cines, doctors' bills and life / 

I thoroULrhly agree with yiui respecting 
tho desirableness of revising the asse.is 
ment roll. Were that done upon tho 
principle of equalizing, levelling up, the 
gain would, in my opinion, be equal to 
the interest on the loan necessary for 
carryin.; out a sewerage systtuii. liero, 
then, wo have, from Uiese two sources, 
twice the sum required, and nobody 
hurt— no appreciable increase uf taxation, 
with the cuncntnitant advantages of a 
large expenditure of money within the 
city and the acquisition of a reputation 
calculated to attract, instead, of repel, 
population. 

But il W(jul(l bo mere ail'ectation to at 
tempt to uuncual the fact that the want of 
conQdonce in the civic administration has 
much to do with the reluctance of this 
community to launch out into any large 
expenditure. I am free to confess that 1 
should hesitate to entrust such a scheme 
as I have been advocating tij tho class of 
men who have for somo lime been d(nn- 
iiiant at the civic board. It was that 
feeling which was a factor in defeating 
the late loan bylaw, and I am confident 
tiiat thoro would bo a strong disinclina- 
tion to launch the sewerage scheme iinlesa 
there were a material iniproveiueut in the 
personnel of the council. Ratepavku. 



For IiitoiKliiiK^ ScUIois. 

To THE Editok: — I hope you will allow 
me room to answer a few ()uesti(uis that are 
continually being asked of me in regard to 
the country. I am asked if there is 
plenty of good farming and timber laud, 
and whether minerals are really plentiful. 
I am also asked a good many (piesticnis 
about Alboriii. For tho benelit of those 
unaequaiuled with the geography of the 
Cduiitryj I will state that Alberni is situated 
at the head of an arm of tlie sisa riiiiiiing 
ill from th(!'west coast of Vancouver Island. 
'ThiH arm is forty or fory-five miles long and 
is called Barclay Sound. The laagest. shi)).'! 
could sail to the head of this sound. Tho 
beautiful valley of Alberni at the head of 
the Bonnd is from ten to tifteen miles long 
and on an average of live miles wide. It is 
almost all timbered land, bnt some of it 
will be quite easy to clear and bring under 
cultivation as it is chiefly alder bottom, as 
it is called. Thoro are ilow twouty-eight 
settlers in tho district, all of whom have ii 
large piece of alder wood ii\ their 1!jO acres. 
The soil is black and heavy. There was 
some prairie land which tlio first ten or 
twelve settlers took up. Hut there is lots 
of the timber laud still to bo taken up, one 
aero of whicji is worth three of the prairie 
land. The Somas river is a beautiful stream, 
rises in tho mouutaius and tlows south 
into tho bond of Bfirclay Sound. Steam 
schooners could ascend this river for 2% 
miles beyond which it is navigable for 
canoes and boats for 10 miles further. It 
abounds with different kinds of lish, the 
saliiioii prevailing in numbers, .\long this 
rivor liioro is a good deal of land to bo had. 
The govenuiieul have just completed a trunk 
road up tho centre of the valley, and 
are now seeking the best route between 
Victoria via .\lberni, to establish u mail 
delivery. It will not run oftener than 
twice a month, or perhaps only oiico a 
month at firat; but as the valley settles 
up tho service will bo increased. To go 
to Alberni by way of Nanaimo and tho 
Big Qualicuui river it is l-ld miles; 80 
miles to Nanaimo, 42 from Nanaimo to 
Qualicum, then on foot 22 miles on a 
good trail over tho mountain. To in- 
tending tettlers I may say that thoro is 



room for 90 or 100 more at Alberni, and 
there aro several tint sections of land 
.ouitablo for fanning along the east coast 
of A''ancouvor Island from Nanaimo to 
Big Qualicum whore several farmers have 
settled during the past summer. Be- 
tween Comoxand the mouth of tho Camp- 
boll river, a distance of 85 miles, and un 
Denman and Hornby Islands there is 
good land to be had, and also in Cow- 
iclian river valley. As for minerals, I 
believe wo ham uenily lllc mincriih 

on Vancouver Island that can be found 
on the continent, and as fur coal, the 
Island richly abounds with it. In regard 
to timber, I think I am not making too 
extravagant a statement when I say that 
if all tho suitable timber on Vancouver 
Island could bo sawn into fence lumbor, 
with tho cedar for [los s, that il would 
doubtless fence all Manitoba from Winni- 
peg to tho fool of the Rockies into 10- 
acro fields, and then leave us quite 
enough for homo coiisuiii|)tiou ; and if wo 
should fall short a few hundred feet there 
would bo tho forests of tliu mainland for 
tho C. P. II. to draw from. I will now 
close with the statoiuoiit that I am always 
ready to give what information I can lo 
all who wish to know anything about the 
country.

This African 
trade-nuu'k is. as I have said hid'ore, some- 
what of a bleniisli, and tends to lower the 
quotations for tlu ni witli some i)eoplu. 

On the street the women are models of 
propriety. They never speak lo a nnui on 
sueli occasions, though they will stare at 
a forcigU(^r with simple and cluldlike curi- 
osity. Fiancee are allowed lo walk and 
talk together, and ll is the correct thing 
for accepteil lovers to Si'ienadc their 
dulcineas in the evening with a guitar. 
This latter custou\ seems to be in the 
nature of n linal test of the strength of the 
bride's attachment. Certainly, from what 
1 heard, if she can stand his music with 
composure, there are lew trials as bad that 
will come lo her in af ler life, unless lie 
sings again. 'I'here has bewu the same 
loosening of rigitlity of late 
years in the matter of women 
going abroad alone as In other 
lines of Turkish conduct. To read the 
old statutes one would think the lines 
very hanlly drawn. Thus in the time of 
Mourad 111 the women were forbidden to 
wear bright colors, or riilo in a ci.ique 
wlLliuUt tii(;ir huobr.nd."., and if ;i ^voihum 
was found on the siri'els alone it was the 
duty of every good .Mouradiii i to stop her, 
reprove her and ordiT lier to go home. 

To-day the statiiU> are le.is severe, but 
in dead earnest so fur as they do go. Hut 
the women are mtire cand'ul, and though 
they are seen everywhere, riding in the 
cars, buying in Ihe b;i/.ars iind lunching 
quietly in tla^ cemeteries, they never 
ventui'i to sjieak to a stranger in the street 
and if tbey have lovers al all it is in the 
closest secrecy and entirely under the rose.

Hut their numbers are beconniig rupidlv 
reducei.1 in those waters, owing in great 
measure to so many h.-^h being taken when 
tbej' are full of roe. Sonu- lish spawn late 
in the fall; the oastern salmon, saliuon- 
trout, whitelish, brook-trout and lake- 
horring belong to this class, but the ma- 
ioritv spawn in April, May or early ,Iune. 
Black biujs choose a olaoe for llieir sjiaM-n- 
beds where the water isjshallow and the 
bottom is a sandy gravel. They leave 
thoir winter quarters in deep water a 
mouth or six weeks previous to spawning. 
The eggs hatch in from one to two weeks, 
accordmg to the temperature. 

Boss are very proline, yielding fully one- 
fourth their weight of spawn. ' The bass 
and the muskallonge are the recognized 
game-dsh of the lakes. White (ish do not 
take the bidt rwidily, but are caugiil iu 
gillnet.-i, and can be taken in u'leat unni- 
bers ju.st at the time they are ready to 
spaivn. They average three and a half 
pounds in weight, though some me taken 
weighing ten to eighteen pounds. :.iturgeon 
average lifty pounds, but occasionidly one 
is caught thai weighs a hundred poiuuls or 
over. Fish ditfer greatly in rapidity of 
growth. Some grow in one, two or three 
years to a deliiiite size, anil then growth 
seems i < be arrested. Su^ lish aro short- 
lived. <)ther kinds, which slowdy and 
steadily increase in si/.e, altaina great age. 
Pike have been known lo be over 100 3'ears 
old.
